The three making the largest offerings for local ex-_ 
penses are Atchison, $812; Kansas City First, $480, and St. Joseph, $459.

Building local hospitals, children’s homes and 
other organizations of like character, taking care adequately of the poor 
of the community and seeking to elevate community life is all Inner Mis- 
sion work and worthy. In these trying days for our churches, if we can 
develop the congregational ‘Spirit up to that of the Good Samaritan, so 


that the laity will get the vision of we have accom- 


plished great good. 
The Inner Mission Board has had a legacy o (a fart i in West Vir- 


ginia which is to be fitted up for retired ministers and their families who — 


have no other place to go. It is to be also a place of resort during vaca- 
tion periods where all ministers and families can find a pipet and prof- 
itable recreation time with a minimum of expense.

vision of the needs of the field and the possible work to be accomplished. 

It is the desire of your committee in deference to the wishes of the 
Board that each congregation appoint a local Inner Mission Committee.

REPORT OF THE HISTORIAN 


Historian has in his possession a complete file of the “Kansas 
Synod Lutheran,” in duplicate, which comprises a good elaboration of 
events connected with the Synod aside from the minutes. He has also 
been ¢ollecting data respecting the Fiftieth Anniversary of many of our 
churches, and also copies of the occasions snd 
which have been enclosed in a blank book. 
We regret to have to report a larger number of deaths among our 
clerical members during the past year, than for many a year. We have 


included in our historical data, brief biographies of those of our number 


who have entered into their rest; namely: Rev. H. H. Hanson, who died 
in dementia, Nov. 19, 1920, late pastor of our Trinity Church, Kansas City, 
Kansas; Dr. H, L. Yarger, who was stricken with fatal paralysis, Jan. 13. 
1921, gur beloved General Sunerintendent, Central District of Home Mis- 
sions, and also a member of Kansas Synod since January 1, 1805, when he 
became Field Secretary a the Board of Church Extension, and located 
at Atchison; and Rev. E. Bollinger, who died July 24, 1921, only a 
month after he had been gate Fa pastor at Bunker Hill, Kansas; and Rev.

OE Nov. a 1920, Rev. H. H.'Hanson died at the National Soldiers’ 
Home, . Hampton, Va., aged 39 years. ‘He was a Spanish-American War 
Veteran. Born in Norway i in 1881, and while a youth came to this country. 
Educated in Norwegian institutions and by that church ordained in 1909. 
In 1913 he united with the Synod of Illinois. From there he came to this © 
Synod as missionary pastor for a short time at Kansas City, Kansas. He 
leaves a wife and three children to mourn his departure. His body rests 
in Mount Olive Cemetery, ‘Chicago. III. 

Rev. H. L. Yarger, D.D., died at his home in Chi lil, Jan. 13, 
1921, aged 59 years. He was born in Harleton, Pa., in Preparing 
himself in the home schools for college, he entered sade institution at.

To date twenty-nine of 
the forty-one questionnaires sent out have been returned. A summary 
of these has been made, but it does not seem necessary or of advaritage to 
embody same in this report; however, the material gathered will aid the 
committee to a large degree in its work for the ensuing year. | 
Realizing that work among boys in the Kansas Synod is still in its 
infancy; and that a great deal can be done, regardless of any programs 
now being carried out within the church through such organizations as the 
Luther League, the C. E., etc., and outside the church by the Boy Scouts,

. © That will be the easiest part of the getting, for there are enough boys in 
any one of our congregations to act as a nucleus for a winter’s program. _ 
'¢, Organize boys into two groups; one for those between the ages 
of 8 to 12, and the other between 12 and 18. The former to be known as 
associated” or “Cub” Scouts, the latter as “Scouts.” | 
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d. Make two Sunday School classes of the boys, the younger ones 
with boy-leader for teacher, and the older ones with man-leader, or Scout- 
‘master, for teacher. i 

e. Meetings to be held weekly. Said meetings may vary, taking 
the form of indoor business and instruction in scouting, Saturday after- 


noon and evening hikes, over night hikes, socials in| the homes of mem- _ 


bers, and the like. 

3 a. The summer camp should be the hub of organization. Provide 
the boys with the thrills and fun that attend a camp, and for the eleven 
months, or more, preceding the next outing, they will be so red hot with 
enhtusiasm that a leader of the right sort will be able to shape them won- 
derfully. The summer camp will open such a big hole in the life of the 
boy, that a keen leader will have no difficulty in wedging all things else 

b. To go into camp the necessary equipment must be on hand, and 
why should not each congregation own just such equipment? In order to 
create interest among the members of any one congregation in this re- 
spect the idea should be pushed by the respective pastors. Interest the 
parent by showing interest in the boy Furthermore, socials and dues 
should be arranged for whereby equipment might be secured. 

This, in brief, is the plan. However, many details might be included, 
but for the sake of brevity same must be excluded. However,in the 
event this tentative program is adopted by the Synod, the Boys’ Work 
committee will get in immediate touch with the congregational leaders, 
many of whose names are in the committee’s hands at present, and submit 
full particulars to them and render necessary information from time to

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LUTHER LEAGUE 


_ The Committee on Luther League recognizes the loyalty and the zeal 
of the hundreds of cur young Luther Leaguers who have been giving 
themselves to the upbuilding of the Young People’s work of our Kansas 
Synod. Especially we would commend the Leaguers for the progress 
shown the past year in the several new ‘local leagues that have been added 
to the roll of the Synodical League and the membership enrolled in the 
work increased by over 200. In harmony with this evidence of progress the 
recent State Convention at Lawrence, voted to increage the budget for the 
state work from two cents to five cents per member of the local league. 
The committee urges upon the pastors thoughtful consideration and recog- 
nition in the local congregation of this spirit of progress manifested by our 
the other hand the committee deplores the lack of interest and 
sympathy for this work among many of our pastors, Only when we, as 
pastors, recognize and acknowledge the vital importance of the League’s 
work, can we hope to see the largest possible results.) Let us remedy this, 
brethren. They way to do it is for us to determine that we will not rest 
satisfied until there is a Luther League in each of our charges, and where 
leagues already exist we enter into the work in the) spirit of the young 
people themselves. 
There is no longer an excuse for any lack of active interest on the 
part of any pastor. We are no longer in doubt t the relation of the 
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Luther League to our congregations and to the United Lutheran Church 


as a whole. The Luther.Jeague of America has been adopted by our 


church as its official young people’s organization. This should be sufficient 


to make plain’ what the attitude of every pastor should be toward the 
League. We should point this out clearly to our church officers and lay 


workers. We rejoice in this closer relationship tha thas been established

At times during 
the convention there was tense feeling on the subjects on which there 


were differences of opinion, but these were overruled by the prevailing con- 


viction that God had made this union and men should not destroy it. 


| There was a distinct readiness on the part of the convention for that 
_ part of the report of the Executive Board under Division VIII and IX, 


which had been prepared with such great care and wide consultation. 


_ This feature dealt with “Declaration of principles concerning the Church 


and its External relationships,” and “Papers outlining fundamental prin- 
ciples.” It was adopted with little opposition but not without deep interest, 


_ for its importance can hardly be overestimated in the future life of the 


church. 
The wisdom of the Executive Board as a feature of the organization 
of the United Lutheran Church was thoroughly demonstrated in this con- 


vention. Especially in these beginning times it was necessary to refer 


many important questions to this body. These were so thoroughly worked 
out by the members of the board and their wise counselors that the result 
was generally appreciated and adopted. Much fruitless discussion was in 
this way eliminated from the floor of the convention and much time saved. 


It is impossible to report all the important happenings but we are 
interested in the budget proposed by the Executive Board for our gen- 
eral benevolence work. The churches are expected to give each year of 
the present biennium a total of $1,665,000 divided as follows: Foreign 
Missions, $525,000; Home Missions and Church Extension, $475,000; 
Northwestern Missions, $50,000; Immigrants) Missions, $40,000; West 
Indies Missions, $60,000; Jewish Missions, $11,000; Inner Missions, 
$14,000; Ministerial Relief, $200,000; Education, $1 50,000 ; Deaconess Work, 
$35,000; National Home for the Aged, $20,000; Tabitha Home, $20,000; 
Lowman Home, $5,000; U. L. C. Treasury, $50,000, All moneys contrib- 
uted for these purposes are sent to the General Treasurer who divides 
and distributes to the boards on a percentage basis adopted by the gen- 
Foreign Missions 


The Foreign Mission proceedings of the convention reveal world-wide 
operations in God’s kingdom, which challenge the sympathy, prayers and 
generosity of all Kansas Synod Lutherans. The United Lutheran Church 
has 134 missionaries in its service. In the India mtission there are 35,239 
membership of 1000, and 200 adults commune in our Affican mission. 
The work in British Guinea and Argentina is small and difficult but full of 
spiritual promise. ‘The imperative need in our foteign christianization 
work is a united Theological Seminay for India and’ a Theological Semi-

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL RELIEF 
Your committee on Ministerial Relief would submit the following: 


The work of caring for aged, retired and disabled ministers, minis-_ 
ters’ widows and orphans has now been thoroughly organized by the 
United Lutheran Church under the Board of Ministerial Relief. 


This Board of Ministerial Relief had on its roll October 1, 1921, 166 
retired) ministers, receiving $300 a year in monthly installments of $25; 
21 disabled ministers, receiving the same amount; 353. ministers’ widows, 
receiving $200 a year, or $16.66 a month, and 97 children, receiving $4.17 
a month, or $50 a year, the entire expenditure for the year*being almost 
$132,000, It is expected that $135,000 will be paid in on apportionment 
this year. If this is done there will be a balance non which special ap- 
peals can be taken care of. 

The board has on ‘its pension roll in the Kansas bynod 7 ‘retired min- 
isters;\/one disabled minister; eight widows, and 3 % Idren, at an annual 


expense of $4,150. 


When all the funds are brought together that bite been accumulated 
by the different Synods for the endowment of this work the amount will 
be $175,000. The United Lutheran Church has authorized the raising of a 
fund of $2,500,000 ior endowment at such time and in ‘such manner as the 
Executive Board may direct. | 

Retirement Pension, which is itmeedtive of need, is 
given to retired ministers who are at least 65 years of age, and have served 
at least 20 years in the Synods of the church, and have not retired before 
the-age of 65 to enter some gainful occupation. Relief is also given to 
ministers who have been either mentally or physically disabled and com- 
pelled to discontinue their work. Pensions of $200 a year are given to 
every widow of a minister of our constittuent Synods, so long as she re- 
mains a widow, and in connection with our United Lutheran Church, and 
provided she was married to the minister before his retirement. Children 


_ of our deceased ministers who are under 16 years of age, are also to 


receive the aid. 

Naturally this work cannot be done without penetous support. Offer- 
ings may be made directly in cash, by giving a note with or without in- 
terest, and payable from the estate of the giver after his death. The 


_annuity bond is another method of giving to this board. By this method 
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one can invest any sum with the board, draw interest during life, and at

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REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL HOME MISSION COMMITTEE 


Your committee has held meetings during the year as often as the 
needs of the work demanded. At its November meeting it organized by 
electing Rev. C. E. Gardner, president; Rev. Paul Mennenoeh, vice presi- 
dent; Mr. A. V. Lindell, treasurer; and Rev. H. A. Ott became secretary 
by virtue of his office. | | | 

The labors of our Missionary Superintendent has been largely tha 
of a man of all work over the’ Synod, aside from that strictly missionary 
in character and has been to him a very busy year. The removal of the 
Western Theological Seminary has added to his burdens, as it is now 
almost impossible to eet supplies from the Seminary owing to excessive 
fare and poor railroad connections. Neither is Midland giving our 
churches young ministers as in former days. The two Nebraska Synods 
get their supplies from the Seminary, and when the school year is ended, 
they have the inside track to get the men. However, with all these dis- 
advantages our vacancies have been few and those we now have were 
quite recently made. The cry all over the church is for men, capable men. 
Now-a-days it takes a first class man and a first class equipment to win 
out\in our cities. | 

‘The over-churched conditions in this section does not lend encourage- 


‘ment to the founding of new churches. The various denominations when 


asked if they are opening new missions, reply: “We are practically 
opening no new work, but are bending every energy to hold fast what we 
have.” In many towns it is a struggle to hold out against losses by re- 
moval, etc., and especially in agricultural towns which are not growing. 
Every year witnesses the giving up of churches which have lost out 
through removals, and this is taking place among all denominations. In 
some places a federation of churches has taken place, but rarely with suc- 
cess; for usually within a year or two there is a divorce, leaving most of 
the separated churches actually weaker than before, as in the mean time 
the stronger one has swallowed up many members of the weaker ones.

GARBER, OKLA. Our church at this town is a mentber of the Ger- : 
man Synod of Nebraska, and was referred to as by Rev. G. H. Michel- 


mann, President, asking us to take care of it, as it desired English preach- 
ing exclusively. Our Missionary Superintendent visited the mission July 
17th, giving them a Sunday service. The church is locatéd on a branch 
railroad with only one train a day. It has only twelve or fourteen families, 
and being in an out-of-the-way place, it cannot be attached to any other 
church. e have planned to give them a communion service on October 
16, and make further investigation as to the possibility of uniting it to 
another parish. 

TULSA, OKLA. Reports during the past year from this mission 
indicate a splendid growth, a net gain in membership of twenty-four, and a 
quickening of interest all along the line. They have paid off the last $100 - 


of their floating indebtedness, raised in cash for a furnace, $488, for an 
- altar and other furniture, $735; for decorations in both the sanctuary and 


the Sunday School room and other repairs, outside and inside, $1,577. 
They have reduced by $200 the, amount asked from our board for the 
support of the pastor, and now they ask $110 less for interest payment from 
our Church Extension Department. They have raised for Synodical 
benevolence $388, being a neat excess over their apportionment. Dr. S. S. 
Kauffman, their pastor, is greatly loved and respected, It will not be 
long before this mission will assume self-support. t 3 


KANSAS CITY, KANS., TRINITY. Rev. G. C. Schaub, Ph.D., of 


Evansville, Indiana, took charge of this mission January 1$t, last. From - 


the very first service a new life seems to have been injected into that 
church. The new pastor soon saw that the future of the church de- 
pended largely on making the church home attractive. He proposed such 
a cleaning out and such a series of improvements that it staggered the 
faith of the people. But so great was the confidence in him that the 
people rallied loyally to his side. Trinity asks this Synod to continue for 


‘another year the loan of $650 made them last spring, by which time their 


subscriptions will become due.

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MINNEAPOLIS. According to the instruction of the Synod last

| SEDALIA, TRINITY. This church is one of our trying missions. 
Removals have been one of the setbacks with which they must contend. 
The shut-down of the railroad shops this year brought additional hardship 


their pastor, is one of our faithful missionaries, and is doing as good a 
work as could be expected with the present equipment. Our superintend- 
ent conducted an appeal which raised the pastor’s\salary $200. 
WHITEWATER, ZION. This mission is located in a small country 
town which cannot grow, consequently its church life is also limited. Its 
pastor, Rev. J. B. Guiney, has his bright and his dark days, but he is 
faithfully looking after the interests of his parish. This church usually 
does well with its benevolences. During the past year it has made a small 
decrease in the amount of aid asked for the support of the pastor. 


HUTCHISON, ZION. Our Zion Church has been living in a sort 
of uncertainty, owing to the prospect of selling their church lot. They are 
asking $30,000 for the lot, and in the event of its sale they would move the 
building to the site of their parsonage, alter it and erect a modern church. 
Until such sale is effected they can do nothing but wait. Business has en- 
croached around their present property that it is only a matter of a short 
time till they gvill realize the price they ask for their lot. 

NORCATUR—LONG ISLAND. This pastorate has been served by 
Rev. A. L. Grosclose, Both St. Mark’s and St. Paul’s Church are located 
where there is not much room for expansion, both towns being somewhat 
over-churched. The Norcatur Church has painted its church, and added 
two rooms to the parsonage, supplying thus a long felt need, in making the 

_ GREENLEAF, ST. PAUL’S. A good year has come to our mis- 
sion here. During the year the pastorate has added $100 to the salary o: 
the pastor and our board has added a similar amount. Trinity Church hai 
made some splendid repairs and additions to their church, putting in a new 
floor, and installing a very fine equipment of new pews, and also a new 
pulpit and an elegant altar, thus including their church among those of 
our Synod which have abandoned the American Reformed methods of 
placing church furniture and introducing those ideals which are common 
m our historic church. The cost was about $3,000. The congregation is 
indeed quite proud of these changes. They are to be congratulated. Drs. 
B. R. Lantz and C. E. Gardner preached the sermons on the occasion of 
their formal dedication. This pastorate reports an increase of members. 


MT. WASHINGTON, FAIRMONT. The condition of the Fair- 
mount Church remains just about the same. They have suffered by re- 
moval of some of their very best helpers. On account of the lay-off of 
many men in the Standard Oil Refinery there, they asked that they might 


be supplied by Rey. H. E. Zimmerman, rather than engage a permanent

Before giving my annual report, I am going to strele the following 


_ plea to you in the hope and belief it will meet with your hearty response. 


From the fifteenth to the thirty-first of the month there is to be a 


_ World Service Campaign by the National —_ Council for the re- 
| lief of our suffering brethren in Europe. 


We cannot fail to be deeply moved by information of the terrible dis- 
tress in these stricken countries. In Russia where famine is still raging, 


persons have been reduced to skeletons from starvation. In many in- 


stances their only food for months has been just grass. Winter is coming 


on and there is desperate need of clothing. Soviet money is worth nothing 
so they cannot buy, even though clothing is quite cheap in some parts. 
_ Some have used the ticking from their feather beds to make clothes. Insti- 
_ tutions of mercy in Germany are in need of bed linen, as well as clothes 
_and shoes for the thousands who daily seek aid. Prices of necessities are 
constantly increasing. During the first half of last yeaf coal cost ten 
times as much as a whole year’s supply before the war. There has been a 
revival of religion in these countries. Many are leaving the Roman 
church. Places of worship have been destroyed and in otttlying districts 
Services must be held in barns, out of doors and often in cemeteries. Can 
_We in this land of plenty, turn a deaf ear to an appeal like this. It is just 


that we spare all that is possible, even though at 4 aneriee that these 
ones may have a bare living. 
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such it demands our best thought and efforts.

_ Our own workers are on the field enduring great hardships, and mak- 
ing wonderful sacrifices, so that they may be enabled to minister to the 
souls and bodies of these stricken ones, and in every way possible alle- 
viate the dreadful suffering. I would most urgently request that all our 
women do their utmost in every way to make this campaign a success. 
The goal is $1,250,000. Pray for its realization. | 

In reviewing the work of the past year, there is reason to be en- 
couraged in the fact that some progress has been made. Yet we are not 
satisfied nor do we feel that as much has been accomplished as might 
have been. However, let us believe that there has been seed sown which 
will grow and come to fruitage in the near future. : 

By written as well as verbal communications the forming of new 
missionary organizations has been repeatedly urged. Either the pastor 
or some member of each congregation not« having a missionary society, 
has been communicated with, in most cases more than once or even twice. 
Yet it is not my privilege to report one new Women’s Society, nor even to 
say that every one of the twenty-six credited to our Synodical Society is in — 
flourishing condition. Let us hope the campaign for new members and 
new organizations now in progress may arouse some of apparently indif- — 
ferent ones from their lethargy.. May they become really cognizant of the 
great need, in the cause of missions for more earnest and zealous workers. 
The business of spreading the gospel is an intensely serious matter. As 


. In carrying on the affairs of our Society: let us be careful and pains- 
taking. When communications pertaining to the work in general, or from 
one particiilar department, are received, answer them promptly. Our 
Synodical officers want the information they write for, and surely we 
should be thoughtful and courteous enough to give it to them as speedily 
as possible. ; 

Do not put these important requests aside, expecting to refer to them 
later when you have more leisure; they may be forgotteu. If the minutest 
details of our work are not carefully attended to, we need scarcely expect 
the whole to be a success.

Council, administer discipline; supervise all schools and auxiliary 
organizations of the congregation, and promote the upbuilding of the 
Kingdom of our Lord Jesu’ Christ in the community, in the homeland 
and abroad. He shall seek out and encourage young men having proper 
natural gifts and qualifications to prepare for ordination to the Holy 
Ministry of the Gospel; co-operate with the agencies and officers of 
Conference and Synod in every way to educate the people, to increase 
their liberality for the cause of benevolence recommended by the Synod 
or supported by‘the United Lutheran Church in America; and shall use 
his best endeavor to stimulate piety in the individual and family life 
ofthe people, as well as a knowledge of the Church and per work by 
the circulation of the literature of the Church. 


5. The pastor shall keep accurate parochial records of baptisms,

If a serious accusation be lodged in 
writing against a minister before a Church Council by at least six voting 
members of a congregation, unless otherwise provided for by the Con- 
stitution of the Congregation, the Church Council shall confer with him 
about the same and shall endeavor to obviate all just cause of complaint 
and to reconcile all parties; nor shall any further steps be taken until all 
proper efforts to this end on the part of the Church Council have been 
exhausted. | | 

If in the judgment of the Church Council a Prima Facie case has 
been made out against the minister, it shall report its findings in writing 
to the President of the Synod, specifing the charges, which must, how- 
ever, be founded on the prescribed testimony of at least two credible 
witnesses. If the Church Council shall ignore the accusation the mem- 
bers of the congregation who have brought the charges may in like 
manner lay them before the President of the Synod. ‘ 

If a minister be charged with some specific sin not in the manner 
aforesaid, but by widespread rumor which is not transient, but which 
continues and strengthens, the Church Council shall endeavor to remove 
the scandal; and if it fails or finds evidence of guilt, it shall at once re 
port the case to the President of the Synod. | ;

When such investigation is appointed, a copy of the complaint 


against the accused shall be furnished him by the President, allowing 


him not less than ten days between the time of his citation and the time 
appointed for the hearing; and if the accused should refuse or fail to 
appear without presenting adequate reasons why the investigation should 
be deferred to another time, it shall proceed in - same manner as if

If the findings in such an investigation show gross immorality, the 
same shall at once be reported to the President of the Synod, who 
shall immediately suspend him from the office and functions of the 
ministry until his case has been finally decided by the Synod. 


If the findings of the investigations show sufficient evidence of 
guilt, besides reporting the case to the President, the Conference or 


committee making the investigation shall formulate the charges and | 


specifications against the accused, and the President of the Synod shall 
furnish a copy to the accused not less than twenty days before the 
meeting of the Synod, at the same time citing him to appear at the said

nie charges have been brought against a ministet of the Synod 


and the preliminary investigation has shown that a formal trial is nec- | 


essary, the President shall report the matter to the next annual meeting of 
the Synod, or to a special meeting called for the purpose, and the case 
Shall be referred to a committee on discipline consisting of not less 
than ten members. The charges and specifications against the accused 
shall be presented in his presence, if he desire it, The accused shall 


‘ have the right and opportunity to be fully heard and to call witnesses 


in his own defense, and may be represented by counsel, who, however,

mittee on discipline shall hear all relevant testimony and shall present 
its findings to Synod. If the findings be adverse to the accused, it 
shall recommend the penalty to be inflicted. The findings of the Com- 
mittee may be adopted and the penalty determined by a majority vote 
of the Synod; but the accused may appeal from tthe findings of the 
Committee, in which case he shall be tried by the Synod in exclusive 
session, and the method of procedure shall be the same as before the 
Committee of Discipline. In case of such appeal all penalties shall be 
suspended until the case has been tried and determined by the Synod. 


When a minister is charged with teaching or preaching doctrines 
which are in conflict with Article One, Section II, of this Constitution, 


the Committee on Discipline shall consist entirely of ministers and shall 
report its findings to the Synod. But the accused may appeal to the 
said Synod against the findings of the Committee, in which case the 


Synod shall proceed to try the charges. In acting on the report of the 


Committee on Discipline or in its trial of charges, the Synod shall take 


a vote on two counts: First, is the doctrine specified in conflict with 


Article One, Section II? Second, is the accused guilty of teaching or 
Preaching, such doctrine? The guilt of the accused shall be determined 
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only on a two-thirds vote on the first count, and upon a majority vote 
on the second count. The Committee shall then report its decision to 
the Synod, which shall determine the penalty by a majority vote: but . 
the penalty shall not be less than a suspension from the ministry, which 
shall continue until such time as the accused shall have made fall 
recantation of the errors because of which he has been suspended: 


When the Synod has made full decision in the case of the trial of 
the minister, the President of the Synod shall at once announce the de- 
a cision, whether guilty or not guilty.

25. Believing that it would a more efficient method of aitintnistering
